Miss Kelly’s acting, as 
St. Uraula, was deeply affecting, and called forth the warmest testi- 
monials of delight. Miss H. Cawse also merited high commendation 
for her performanee of Wannetia ; the innocent, yet arch, manner in 
which she replied to the enquiries of Capt. Weimar, ip the first scene, 
and the piqnante manner ip which she sang her reasons for not being a 
Nun, evinced a more than ordinary share of comic talent. Capt. Wei- 
mar was excellently acted by Mr. J. Vining ; he flirted with Nannetta 
with av easy, gentlemanly impudence ; ard in the seene where St. Ur- 
sula pa herself to him, his remorse, and his grief, for the fate 
of his child, were depicted with admirable truth aed skill. This drama 
has been assigned to Mr. Planché, but we hear it is the production of 
a gentleman named Dance, brother to the beautiful Miss Dance, who 
performed one season at Covent Garden Theatre, and whose younger 
sister, Miss Louisa Dance, was for a short time at this house. 

The second piece was Dibdin’s Musical Entertainment of The Wa- 
terman, preceded by an Overture, consisting of extracts from Dibdie’s 
songs, arranged with great taste and skill by Mr. Parry. Mr. Wood 
acted Tom Tug, for the second time, and, as he infused more than 
his usual quantum of spirit into his acting, was, on the whole, tolera- 
bly successful, though he was not in his best voice ; he was, however, 
engored in ‘ The Bay of Biscay, Oi’ which he introduced. Mr. and 
re. Bundle, were well sustained by W. Bennett and Mrs. C. Jones ; 
as were Wilhelmina by Miss Cawse, and Rode by Mr. Keeley, whe 
was encored in his comic ballad of ‘ Cherries and Plums.’ Zhe Mid- 
dle Temple was afterwards performed, and by the laughter and ap- 
plause it excited, seemed to afford great emusement.—-The house, 
after half-price, was quite full.
